DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 04/14/2010, with respect to claims 1-19 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 and 40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art searched and cited failed to teach having a method of implanting ions 
comprising the steps of producing a volume of gas phase molecules which include 
boron hydride BnHm molecules, where n and m are integers and n > 10 and m > 0 
defining a molecular structure ; ionizing said molecular structure and accelerating 
said ionized molecular structure into a target in combination with the combination 
of the remaining elements of claims 1 and 10. 

4. Although similar methods are taught in the prior art searched and cited, none 
of the cited prior art references clearly teach or fairly suggest having a method of 
implanting ions comprising the steps of: producing a volume of gas phase 
molecules which include molecules of a boron hydride BnHm molecules where n 
and m are integers and n > 10 and m > 0 defining a molecular structure ; All 
remaining claims are allowable because of their dependencies.
